person or group of persons, gen-

household, who 
purchase 
eggs 


generally at the individual stores 
of retailers or purchase and re- 
ceive deliveries of eggs at the 
place of abode of the individual or 
domestic household from produc- 
ers or retail route sellers and who 
UFC such eggs for their consump- 
tion as food". 


Flesch re-writes that to read: 
"Ultimate consumers are peo- 


ple who buy eggs to eat them". 


When Hitler went into Vienna

He got a job as a stock 
clerk in a book bindery to be near 
books in English.

When he had finished, ho work- 


ed in the "readability laboratory" 
set up under the auspices of the 
American Association for Adult 
Education. 


Tho purpose of the 
laboratory 


was to investigate books suitable 
for adult reading in a number of 
subjects. 
He did research work. 


Columbia gave him a doctor of 
philosophy degree for a study on 
readability.

He has had articles in Harper's 


and Liberty magazine on writing 
readable English. He was to have 
gone into the internal revenue de- 
partment to help make tax forms 
readable. 
Instead, 
he 
went to 


OPA about a month ago. 


He has worked out what he 


says is. a scientific test of sen- 
tences for their readability. Us- 
ing census figures, he says, the 
average adult reader 
has 
had 


about S'.i years of schooling. His 
tests arc applied with that aver- 
age ronder in mind. 


To reach that average reader 


with the written 
word, 
Flcscn 


says: 


Sentences should not average 


more than 17 words 
in 
length. 


They should be simple, not long: 
or involved. 
They, should 
not 


have many prepositional phrases 
or dependent clauses.

It says no one shall be com- 
pelled in a criminal case to be a 
witness'against himself. 


But here's the case of \V. D. 


Lyons. -6, 
convicted and sen- 


tenced to life imprisonment in the 
killing of three people in Choctaw 
county, Okla. After the slaying 
the house was set afire and the 
bodies burned to cover the crime. 


When the highest 
Oklahoma 


courfs upheld his conviction, Ly- 
ons appealed to 
the 
Supreme 


court to set it aside. This week 
the court refused. It upheld the 
Oklahoma courts. 


This was Lyons' story: For 10 


hours state officers 
questioned 


him; force was used to make him 
confess: a pan "of tho victims' 
bones" was laid in his lap. 
He 


confessed.

\ViUiin 12 hours he was remov- 


ed to the penitentiary where again 
he confessed, this 
time to the 


warden. 
N'o force was used this 


time. 


But he says the only reason he 


confessed the second time was 
because lie was still affected by 
the "inhuman treatment" used on 
him to get the first confession. 


At the trial ' the 
prosecution 


didn't use the first confession. It 
used the second, offering it as a 
voluntary confession, over Lyons' 
attorney's protests. 


The trial judge told the jury to ' 


decide whether it was voluntary. 
The Supreme court thought this 
instruction in keeping with the 
Constitution. 
It thought Lyons' 


trial was fair. 


The "Supreme court also 
con- 


sidered that 
second 
confession 


voluntary and for this 
reason: 


that, by the time he made it. any 


effect of the force used on him 
to get the first confession had 
worn off.

France, June 7—(Delayed)—The 
Canadian sector of the invasion 
front is heavily mined and many 
big 10-acrc fields with lush green 
crops are death traps for unwary 
soldiers. 


In some of the inland towns the 


Germans, 
before 
withdrawing, 


did a thorough job of booby-trap- 
ping houses and buildings and it 
is taking sappers hours of work 
to clear them up. 


The Canadians arc using hun- 


dreds 
of 
amphibious 
ducks— 


trucks which can operate in the 
water or on land—to take stores 
and ammunition from big ships 
offshore right up to the line. 
Jeeps arc also being used more 
extensively than ever. 


Canadian casualties from the 


first day's fighting have all been 
evacuated by ship to Canadian 
general Hospitals in England. The 
total of these first day casualties 
was about one-third of that an- 
ticipated 'in planning for the op- 
eration.
